MENACE OF BOLSHEVISM. 


INDUSTRIAL SITUATION. 


Mr. Lioyd George filled the réle of principal 
guest at the Lord: Mayor’s banquet at the Guild- 
hall, London, yesterday ‘evening, and, as is 
always the case, there were many notable rcpre- 
sentatives of diplomacy, the arts and sciences, 


‘the services and -the professions. The Prime 


Minister Was accompanied by Mrs. Lloyd George, 
and among other guests of note were Mr. and 
Mrs. Churchill, Sir Robert Horne, Mr. Shortt, 
Dr. Addison, Sir Hamar and Lady Greenwood, 
Mr. Fisher, the Lord Chief Justice, the Marquis 
of Londonderry, and a number of foreign 
ambassadors and. ministers. 
“The loyal toasts were pro by Mr, James 
Roll, the City’s new Lord Mayor. i 
Proposing the toast «f the Foreign Ministers, 
the Home Secretary said that war had taught 
us how closely interwoven were the interests of 
all individual natiovs in the complex imter- 
national relations which existed between them. 
Jt had taught ús that a misunderstanding be- 
tween two Powers might result in a great world 


‘upheaval and a great world catastrophe. It 


hed always been the work of diplomatists to 
prevent catastrophes and to work for 
peace. 

The Spanish Ambassador, Don Alfonso’ Merry. 
del Val, responding, pledged the co-operation of 
the diplomatists in the task of spreading .good- 
will, in order to re-establish peace m the world. 
Goodwill and hard work, he said, must be with 
us always, if the world is not to turn into a riot 
of madness. .

When a nation disarmed, they knew that she 
did not contemplate defiance of her obligations. 
He had received a report from the War Office 
within the last few hours on the disarmament 
of Germany, and that report was very satis- 
factory. (Cheers.) The German Navy was 
fo disarmed, and thg vast multitude of 
ighly-trained men who were a menace to the 


peace and liberty of the world were alread 


rapidly being reduced to the hundred thousand, 
the final figure fixed. The great guns were 
practically substantially. all surrendered up to 
the limit of the Allied demands, There were 
still many rifles at large among the population, 
but im the main the taken by 
Germany since the Spa nference in 
the way of disarmament were a guaran- 
tee that the resent rulers of Ger- 
many were perfectly sincere in their resolve 
to carry out. the conditions of the Treaty io 
the best of their capacity.

realised that it was their first duty to repair 
the devastation their armies had wrought, and 
he was glad to note that the German Govern- 
ment were applying their minds to finding 
ways and methods of liquidating and discharg’ 
ing their indebtedness in that respect.

Dr. Addison, replying to the debate, said 
that much .of the criticism wes remote from 
the actual provisions of the bill. He was 
unaware of any proposals that involved the out- 

uring of public money in the way that had 

en described. He was as anxious as anyone 
to limit @xpenditure to the lowest possible 
limits. The power to hire empty houses was 
only proposed after great hesitation, because in 
some places the number of empty houses had 
caused disturbances and the illegal taking 
possession of empty houses. The existence of 
such a provision would lead te owners 
letting houses, mstead ot. holding them up. 

Clause 11, which ‘related to the maintenance 
of hospitals, waa the only practical proposal te 
meet. the problem, notwithstanding all the de- 
nunciations of it. 

At 11 o’slock Mr. Bonar Law moved the 
closure, and it was carried by 117 votes to 52. 

Earl Winterton’s motion for the rejection cf 
the bill was defeated by 156 votes to 76. 

The bill was read a second time.

The farmer 
went away a few yards, and immediately a 
motor containing a number of men drove 
away from the scene. This man had been in 
the R.A.M.C. during the war, and went to the 
wounded man’s assistance, cnd, on asceriaining 
that he’ was a military officer, requisitioned & 
farmer from Resheen, who was passing with &A 
“orse apd cart at the time, to look after th» 
officer while he went for a doctor and th» 
police. The deceased was shot in the lung, over 
the heart, ‘by a bullet, and his left forearm: was 
almost blown off. Death was epparently duo 
to hemorrhage. No evilence can be obtained 
about ‘the tragedy. lt was just getting dark 
at the time of the oceurrence.

LECTURE,

of the Stone Age’ in Molesworth Hall, in 
the presence of a crowded audience.

Amonest the earliest renresentations were thote 
of seu'ptured ficures of human beings, generally 
women. Later engravings were found of human 
beines, but they gradually distppeared, as if, 
as time went on, the representation of the 
human fieure wee tehooed. Numerons lantern 
slides were then shown, which facilitated the 


i andienee in following the lecturer’s remarks. 


These showed various renresentetions of human 


i heines and anima'’s. mainly horses, all of which 


revealed extraordinary accursey of observation. 
These representations were not made for mere 
msthetic purnoses. Many of them were painted 
in the in yest recesses of deep caves. where 
never a ray of Voht eenid penstrata. Moreover, 
when the artist hed represented his figure, he 
had no further interest in it, and he enoiled 
it by paintine another fieure over it. Almost 
in every cese the renresentation wes that of an 
animal usefn! to man, so thet the figures were 
mrohahle erecuted for magical ailias, Tha 
Taetirer devoted the concluding portion of his 
address to paintines fonnd. on the ceilines and 
ail of Spenish and French ceves, and drew 
attention to the remarkable difference het ween 
the ervde representations of homan heines and 
the finished nictvres of anima's. Havine des 
acrihed aome recent discoveries in a French cave, 
Profeeecr Vacclister mentioned that his lectures 
mi¢ht already he out of date, hecayse another 
cave had since been discovered elosa to that 
which he had heen describing.
